About one year ago Hon Robert 
Forke minister of immigration enter- 
ed into an argument with the British 
government whereby it was proposed 
jointly to spend $5,000,000 over a per- 
iod of ten years in recoverable advan- 
ces to assist British koys to take up 
farming in Canada The purpose is to 
obtain boys between the age of 14 and 
20 years, bring them to Canada place 
them on a provincial farm for tuition 
and when qualified to agsist them up 
to $2,500 in purchasing a farm and 
equipment. 

The provinces were co-operate by 
providing training farms, and under 
taking to assist in placing the boy at 
work with farmers,—and,..eventually, in 
selecting a farm for him Hitherto the 
provinges have not been eager to efi- 
ter into the ,scheme,, but with the ad- 
hesion of Manitoba in the last few 
days, the development of. the scheme 
is now certain. So far Ontario, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, Manitoba and 
possibly Saskatchewan have agreed to 
co-operate Ontario will take several 
hundred of these boys this year; Mahi 
toba, 50; and the other provinces a- 
bout:100 between them | 

In Ottawa much ig expected of this 
scheme for the reason that there are 
about 500,000 toys turned out of 
schools of Britain each year who seek 
a place in industry. These boys are 
splendid raw material and if trained 
over a period of two or three years, 
should make successful farmers. The 
expenses of the scheme are ‘divided as 
follows:—The cost. of bringing the 
boys out ig borne jointly by the Can- 
adian and British governments. Tui- 
tion on provincial farms and place- 
ment at work for Canadian’ farmers 
is paid for by the three governments 
in the ratio 6f British government one 
half; Dominion and provincial govern- 
met one-quarter each, The boys will 
hire out more or less as wards of the 
province and the provincial govern- 
ments will see they gét fair wages. It 
is thought that $120 per year would be 
adequate When the boy reaches the 
age of 21 he should have saved $500 


500 in buying and equipping a farm. 
All outlays on the boys are to be re- 
paid over a périod of yéars.

Edmonton— While many private 
members of the government are strong 
ly opposed to the proposition to lic- 
ense individual automobile drivers as 
demanded by the U.F.A. convention 
the treasury department of the govern 
ment is heartily in favor of the plan. 
Proposals to institute such license 
charging a fee of $1 per driver are un- 
der consideration. 

As.the proposal now stands every 
individual driver would be required 
to carry a license card. [The owner of 
an automobile who takes out the an- 
nual license for the auto would be giv- 
en his individual license card free but 
any member of his family, wife, son 
or daughter or other person delegated 
to drive the car also would have to 
have an individual license and pay $1 
for it. 

The primary idea of course is to 
check up all drivers in the interests of 
safety. But as there are 77,00 auto lic- 
enses now in. the province it would 
probably require two such individual 
licenses it would mean anywhere from 
$77,000 to $154,00 more annually added 
to the revenues of the province
